A letter, dated the 17th September, has been received, from the 
Ameer in which he dissents from the appointment of an irrigation oflicer* on tho 
ground, first! v, that no further disputes are possible since the water rights of both 
parties have been described by McMahon’a Award, and, secondly, that, should any 
sue! 1 disputes arise, the special deputation of a British oflicer to arbitrate upon them 
could be arranged. Danger to which a resident officer would he subject Is also put 
forward as a pretext, 

Bonding the result of the negotiations with the Shall, it is not proposed to make 
any furl,her commontoation to the Ameer on the subject. The report submitted by 
Eiisham-ul-Ycraireh will no doubt miluenee the Shah; and we trust that all possible 
pressure will ho put upon him with a view to inducing him to accept Award in its 
entirety. 

In a telegraphic report of tho 20th September from Macphcrson it is slated that 
probability of' serious disputes such as lie had been anticipating is reduced by a satis¬ 
factory vise which lias taken plate 111 the ! telinuud.

I HAVE the honour to inclose a copy of a. report on the condition of the 
Hnkhtiari road winch has just reached us From Mr. Parry, our principal manager, 
whose experience is u long one and in whoso judgment we place Full confidence, 
Mr, Parry Im$, you will recognize, gone fully into the mai ler and spent much time, 
which in its is very valuable, on the road, i |gl$& inclose a copy of a despatch addressed 
by him to His Majesty's Minister in Tehran, dated Ahw&g, the 21st August, 

My Returd would fed obliged if you would kindly communicate the first of 
these documents to Elis Majesty’s Charge d’Affaires at'Tin ran For his confidential 
information. 

II is Id mug to jMmxpi^ili No. i of Mr. Parry's letter of the^lst August, ijDOfi, to 
Sir Arthur riardingc, we would point out that on the 22nd Mrcli we last addressed 
you on this subject, and dealt with the proposals made by the Chiefs to allow' us 
3,000 tomaita 1‘ov Hie immediate repairs to the road, and tin annual sum of 1,000 tomans 
for upkeep; Me pointed out that those sums would he wholly insufficient j but, as 
the season of (lie year was favourable for the execution of the repairs, we succeeded 
Lei persuading I he bln pi i rates and Tigris Steam Navigation Company to lend us the 
services of one of llirir engineers in order I hat the road should not furtlicr suffer. We 
therefore accorded tin 1 propjsal, upon certain eondilions which were to be formally 
approval by the Cjpefs, Not having heard further from you on flic subject, and net 
bating received any communication from the Chiefs, we were, of course, unable to 
proceed with the work, Since that time the road has deteriorated in a very marked 
degree, and the sums then proposed can effect very little. Moreover* (lie autumn kyo 
far advanced tip we tear that there will not be time for us lo bear from you before 
the winter sets in, 

We do not know whether we can now obtain from the Euphrates and Tigris 
Company the services of nn engineer for Uio purpose at the very short notice which 
alone could he given them. In any ease, the work would have 'to be resumed in the 
spring. 

While we are slid anxious to endeavour to meet ilie views of ills Majosty’a 
Government by spending any reasonable sum allotted by the Chiefs for the Immediate 
repair uf the rand to (ho I lost of our ability. you will, my Eoard feels sure, recpgniuu 
Mint ours is ft cbttimercial Company, and can (herefori" not continue to make oilers out, 
of which they n-mw no pecuniary benefit whatever, lKiridcs having all their Current 
surangements i tolerated. Mb: thuwioru Iriist that Elis Majesty's Government will 
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use tlioil- good offices with Lhc Chiefs with ft view to some arrangement of a permanent 
nature under which we may be enabled to keep the road in repair on ordinary Com¬ 
mercial principles of pecuniary advantage to ourselves ns well as to the Chiefs. It 
must be remembered that not only dues this work involve the scrvices of engineers, 
but also an immense amount of correspondence and trouble entailed upon our 
staff.

I LEFT Ispahan on the 3Qth ultimo, and 'arrived here, on the evening of the 
17tb instant, after, an extremely hot and uncomfortable journey. 

Condition of the Bbthhtiari ,£W. -In order to examine the summer route from 
Ispahan to Dopohin, % travelled viti Naghun, and from Dppolun returned along 
l.bc winter route towards Ardal, to examine a portion of that section known as 
Gmnise|i, where several bad places bad been reported to me by muleteer,s travelling 
on the road. 

After leaving Ardal the road enters a gorge and crosses a pass called Glimiseh. 
ha ihh section Lhorc are several places wliicll. are in a. very bad condition owing to 
the track Slaving been washed away by ilood-wafei- running down the lull. 

in two places these wash-outs have been repaired by t-hc CJhiefs in a very 
perlunltorv man nor, bv placing a branch of a tree on the outer edge of the track 
and lodging .smaller 'branches and twigs between it and the rocks on the Inner edge, 
covering the whole with a thin layer of earth. , 

In one place tho track lias been broken away for about 30 feet, leaving a bare 
and almost perpendicular rock on the inner side, ami a sharp drop down tho side of 

the hill on the outer. ... ,, , , 

This Jms been repaired by the Chiefs in the manner mentioned above, the branch 
on the outer edge bring supported by uprights stuck into loose brought down by 
the Hood-water. 

ft i s obvious that places of this sort in the track are nothing more than 
traps to send a loaded animal crossing them to destruction. In dry weather an 
animal may get over without accident, but after rain, the risk of crossing must be 
great. 

The greater part of Ibis section needs urgent repair before the winter comes on. 

'From Dopolun I followed a caravan of about 120 mules loaded with heavy 
loads e>£ carpets and almonds on route for Ahwaa, m order to personally see how the 
uniimds negotiated the bud place on the road, r am therefore able to report, not in the 
light or a 1 LMivdlm' travelling with lightly loaded animals, but with the full knowledge 
of the difficulties to be overcome, 

! desire to emphasize this point, us it is a very different matter to control a long 
String of heavily laden mules than controlling a small caravan with light loads, 
accompanied by two or three mounted servants. Travelling under the first condition, 
tlte difficulties arising out of Mm condition of (he trad; :uv dearly demonstrated by 
forcible illustrations,' white ill the second they arc less likely to lie noticed by the 
mere hot llrnt fhc light weight of the loads, coupled with (he controlling influence of 
mbimtiM men, enable the animals to pass with comparative ease ploben which arc 
dangerous lo aiiiimils heavily laden. 

Leaving fiopoluvi the track passes Osteu-i-holengi, a phute ndilch ivas very had 
when (passed over tho ratlin 1903. It has recently been repaired by the Chiefs, 
and is in fair condition. 

Passing t he plateau of lhmumddi the road descends by zigzags down to (Jundum 
K av. I loro I passed forty men at. work repairing the rig&ags. They had completed 
half the way down, and (.he dittorenco between fhc part repaired and the ]3art, 
rciuaining !o he done was remarkable* in the latter portion the track h very rough 
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nad Covered with loose stones, making the passage of mules, or more especially camels, 
very difficult. 

Passing Sarldum the road enters Shcllil gorge* the northern approach to the 
Piil-i-Arnflrat bridge. This gorge is formed by a small stream running through it 
ravine bounded on each side by steep slopes composed of friable earth and rocks. 

hi several parts the track lias been entirely cashed away mid a path formed 
above. The greater portion of it slopes at a dangerous angle, and during wet weather 
I was Cold that camels .cannot get across if. at all, and arc compelled lo wait until it 
becomes dry before making the attempt. The whole of this section should have, 
attention annually. it is very difficult to make any sort of road here which is 
likely to he permanent, except at a very heave expenditure, owing to the nature of 
l;he drainage and the huge quantity of rain which hills during the wet season. 

Leaving Pu hi-A ran rat bridge, the track rises in ?,ig/ags over Maulwari I Till. 
This portion all requires repair, but the road is no worse than when 1 saw it in |p03, 
I understand the Chiefs Iuiyo made sonic repairs here, but 1. was unable to discover 
any indications of new work. 

Prom Dchdb. the road dcsccndl Kig^ngs know as Kulmut, the surface.of which 
is extremely bad. At the summit n[ the jjiyy.ags the Chiefs have reported to 1 heir 
usual method of repairing a dangerous place by placing launches of trees covered 
with a thin layer of earth over a landslide. This' should be properly repaired and the 
surface of the descent lo near Godard-Babitak should also have attention. Excepting 
the brok caraway point at the summit, this section cannot be called dangerous, but for 
heavily laden animals it- is decidedly a difficult one, 

between Godard-Balutak anil Ivuleh Madrcssa, near the Sultanicb road, the 
track fs bad and broken away lo a dangerously narrow pails in many parts. 

Close to K ilicit Martressaa loaded mule belonging Lo the caravan travelling with 
me hist bis footing and fell over the precipice, broke Isis thigh-bone, and was 
abandoned lo his fate. A broader and less stony track would have enabled the animal 
to recover foothold. This Unfortunate accident illustrates ihd danger to loaded animals 
travelling the road in iis present condition, rmtl Ibis danger would bo greatly increased 
in w’ct weather* when flit surface becomes slippery, 

Descending to Malaimr plain, the trick down Mnlamir JJill is very lmd on its 
surface, and is decidedly worse than when 1 Iasi, raw it,

I have examined the mad surface, carefully avoiding looking at- it in the light of 
a “ Rotten How,” or it mad to lie galloped over as is alleged we desire to main tarn, by 
n Government official in rt recent report, and I can safely say without exaggeration 
that ns a track for laden animals lo travel over, it ennuoi he considered otherwise 
I him dangerous in parts and extremely difficult fur some eoitfeideiahlo distance* while 
it remains in its present dilapidated state. 

yhAtyfW—The broken bridge crossing the Kendall Mud at Eistagan was being 
repaired when I passed that place, in 1903 beams formed a temporary passage over 
the broken arches which arc now being reconstructed, 

The brick bridge I milt by the Chiefs at Dopoluu .is in good order, and both 
Tnl-i- Vina.rat and Godard-Rnlutak bridges arc in an excellent state of repair, both as 
regards the iron work and the masonry.

1 Informed bin Excellency that a reply had bean sent to the legation some 
months ago, hni as l wa$ riot at liberty to disclose official communications to His 
Majcaty’s Minister, I could only say that I believed Messrs. Lynch Brothers had 
accepted the proposal under certain conditions which would not he difficult to 
arrange* 

Mis Excellency requested me to write to the Legation expressing their wish to 
have the matter settled without delay. 

In passing on his Excellency’s remarks I desire to point out the importance of 
arriving at a prompt settlement in order that the work of repair to the road can be 
commenced before the coming autumn. 

The track further deteriorates every winter, and if we are compelled to defer the 
work »f repair until next spring the small sum of 30,000 krans to be allotted to us 
for the purpose will not go very far. 

2. Erection of Caravanserais to accommodate the Traffic. 

I have already had the honour of drawing your attention to the necessity of 
getting more ca va van serai t; erected on the road for the accommodation or the traffic 
and the protection of goods during wet weather, and J recently took the liberty of 
suggesting that the opportunity of settling with the Chiefs with regard to the repairs 
to the track might, be a good one to arrange with them to carry out their promise to 
erect the necessary buildings. 

Should it lie deemed expedient to couple these two matters when advising the 
Chiefs of Messrs. Lynch's conditional acceptance of the repair arrangement, I submit 
the following notes regarding the caravanserais needed! for the Information of the 
Legation:—

THE French Ambassador told me to-day thai;. during his visit to Pans, M. HYdidoff 
had spoken to him with much frankness as to the possibility of an understanding 
between Great Britain and Russia.

could not be much advanced at the present time. The resentment created in Russia 
by the recently concluded Angbw,Japanese Agreement was deeper than would be 
supposed from the language used by the Russian*press. AYn had, M. Gambon observed, 
fortunately taken the precaution of explaining our policy to the Russian Government, 
In the most considerate terms, and we had thereby disarmed a good deal of lies tile 
criticism. The feeling of hostility, n&verfcholes&j existed, and must be token into 
account. For this reason both M, NdUdbfT and Count Lamsdorll: were not in favour of 
an .early discussion. On the other fin ini, Germany was hiking advantage of the oppor¬ 
tunity in order, if possible, to estrange France and England. ' M* dc Witte, upon whim 
bis interview with the German Emperor had produced a great effect, was working 
strenuously for tills purpose, and it was suggested that, ns Great: Britain $hd Japan 
brut formed a coalition which would give them n, preponderating influence in Eastern 
Asia, the time had come for the other Towers interested in that part of the world to 
form another coalition by which tile balance of power might be maintained* In these 
circumstances his Excellency could.not help thinking (hat; we shetiId do Well to he 
prepared for an exchange of views with (he Russian Government at thq earliest possible 
moment. As to ibis, M. Ntelittoff hud suggested, and his Excellence Ihoii'dil; the 
.suggestion u valuable one* that Ih MujestyVGoverumeut should consider in good time

end to the unfortunate rivalry of die two lAftvcra, whom the Persian Government 
invariably endear aired to play olT against mm iiimtlmr, mid we, of/cmirse, desired that 
au equal opportunity should be afforded to our qpmrnpiee in Tgmnii tcrritqgy. As for 
I lie Near East, I thought it was for Russia. rather than for us, la indicate what she 
wantcrl.
